SAVING T H E GOLD DUST. 


Precautions Taken In the M anufnc- 
turlnR J ew eler’s E stab lish m en t. 
W ashing machines seem all right 
enough iii a laundry, but they would 
scarcely be looked for in the establish­ 
ment of a m anufacturing jeweler. Yet 
they play an im portant p art in such a 
plant. 
In a w ashing machine are washed 
daily all the aprons and all the blouses 
worn by the workers employed in the 
m anufacture of articles of gold. 
Then 
the w ater iii which these things h are 
been washed is pii>od to a room where 
the g lid contained in it is extracted 
and saved. 
Particles of gold adhere to the hands 
and faces of the workers in the pre­ 
cious metal, and even get Into their 
hair. 
Twice a day all the operatives 
wash their hands and faces; and the 
w ater is, like th a t from tile washing 
machine, pilled to the extracting room. 
Here there is installed a big tilter, 
with its filtering section made of can­ 
vas 
and 
resembling 
outw ardly 
the 
pleated section of a giant square con­ 
certina, as it would look partly draw n 
out. 
All the w ater from the washing 
machine and from the wash bowls In 
the factory is forced through this filter, 
and a t regular intervals the filtering 
section is taken out and the gold re­ 
moved from it. 
All the floors in the factory are cov­ 
ered w ith ta r paper, which catches ami 
holds all the gold particles th a t fall 
upon it. 
From time to time a new pa­ 
per covering is laid on the floors, the 
old being burned for tile gold contained 
in it. 
By these means are saved in a fac­ 
tory annually 
thousands of dollars’ 
worth of gold th at w ithout such pre­ 
cautions would inevitnoJy be lost.— New 
York Sun.

HEINZE LETS GO. 


T ransfer of Copper Mine* Made to 
A m algam ated Com pany. 
The seven years’ war of the copper 
magnates in Montana, which has Aired 
the courts with lawsuits in which $400,- 
000,000 was involved, and which has been 
one of the greatest financial struggles on 
record, came to an end Tuesday. 
The 
treaty of peace 
between 
F. Augustus 
Heinze, the spectacular, and Amalgamat­ 
ed was the direct result of 
the 
deals 
which have resulted in the formation of a 
giant copper and lead trust. 
The first public act in this connection 
was the filing at Butte, Mont., of papers 
by which all the mining ground held by 
Heinze, or the United Copper Company, 
the ownership of which is in dispute, was 
transferred to Thomas F. Cole as trustee. 
The transfer also includes the smelter of 
the Montana Ore Purchasing Company, a 
Heinze corporation. 
As to terms the United Copper Com­ 
pany receives $25,000,000, part cash and 
part stock, of the new’ company. 
The 
proportion of cash is placed at $15,000,- 
000 to $20,000,000. 
Under the new ar­ 
rangement the Fuited Copper 
output, 
which has been 40,000,000 pounds of re­ 
fined copper a year, will be reduced to 
12,000,000 or 15,000,000 pounds. 
The new company, starting with a pro­ 
duction 
of 
25,000,000 
to 
30,000,000 
pounds, will increase that to some 75,-

Blooms from Jan u ary to Jan e. 
All things considered, th e geranium 
is our best p lan t for w inter growing. 
It blooms freely an d constantly, in 
most instances, and ad ap ts itself to 
the conditions prevailing in the ordi­ 
nary living room m ore readily th a n al­ 
most any other plant I 
have 
any 
knowledge of. 
And it requires very 
little care. 
Its ability to tak e care of itself- Is 
one of the strong argum ents in its fa­ 
vor, says a w riter in Lippincott’s, es­ 
pecially w ith the a m ate u r who is dis­ 
tru stfu l of his skill In the m anag em en t 
of plants th a t insist on having their 
peculiarities humored. 
It has little to 
boast of in the w ay of a ttra c tiv e foli­ 
age— though a plant well set with vig­ 
orous, healthy foliage is fa r from be* 
lug unhandsom e— but It has a right ta 
pride itself on the beauty of its flow- { 
ers. 
Some of the scarlet varieties are H 
so exceedingly brilliant th a t they a c tu ­ 
ally seem to im p art 
a 
feeling 
of 
w arm th to the observer. 
T he little 
child who declared th a t a u n tie’s g era­ 
nium s w ere “on fire” w as conscious of 
this suggestion of heat in the intensity 
of color which characterizes some of 
the most richly colored sorts. 
O thers are extrem ely delicate in col­ 
or and int. 
Some are pure white. 
All 
the recently Introduced varieties have 
large, wide petaled flowers, borne in 
trusses of good size, on long stalks. A 
well-developed plant, fcyminetrieal In 
shape and properly furnished w ith fo­ 
liage to serve as a background against 
which to display its blossoms effective­ 
ly, is a magnificent sight when In full 
bloom, notw ithstanding the fact th at 
some persons sneer at the geranim um 
as being “common.” 
All beauty is common In a sense, 
and I would as soon object to the sky 
and the sunshine because the beauty 
of them is for the enjoyment of every­ 
body, therefore “common,” as to seek 
to disparage a dow er because it was 
one th at everybody could grow and en­ 
joy. 
Any one can undertake the cul­ 
ture of the geranium w ith reasonable 
certainty of success who can give a 
good soil to grow in, w ater enough to 
keep It alw ays moist a t the roots, a 
sunny location and freedom from frost. 
Insects seldom attack it. 
It has 
a 
healthy constitution th a t gives It Im­ 
m unity from the diseases so common 
in most other plants, and it will re­ 
w ard you for the care It receives at 
your hands by m aking your window 
bright with bloom as few other plants 
can. 
Therefore you m ake no m istake 
in selecting It for your w indow g a r­ 
den. 
But be sure to get plants th a t h a v ^ 
not been allowed to bloom during the 
su m m e:. 
Such plants have exhausted 
themselves, and, nine times out of ten, 
they will insist on taking a re st d u r­ 
ing the w inter months. Th© ideal gera­ 
nium for w inter use is tile p lan t which 
has been kept steadily grow ing during 
sum m er, but has had every bud re­ 
moved as soon as seen. 
Such a p lan t 
will bloom profusely from Ja n u a ry to 
June.

Exempt Alcohol From Revenue. 
Congressman Thos. F. Marshall in­ 
troduced January 16,1906, the following 
bill which was referred to the Com- 
mi tee on Ways and Means and ordered 
to be printed: 
A Bill to exempt from internal-reve­ 
nue tax, domestic alcohol intended for 
lighting, heating, and manufacturing 
purposes, and for use as motor fuel. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
Statesof America in Congress assembled 
T hat when that form of distilled spir­ 
its of domestic production commercial­ 
ly known and described as “ethyl alco­ 
hol” has been rendered unfit for use as 
a bevel age by the addition thereto of 
such m aterial or substance as the Com­ 
missioner of Internal Revenue, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, shall prescribe, such distilled 
spiri’B, or ethyl alcohol, when intended 
for use in manufacturing processes and 
for lighting, heating and cleaning pur­ 
poses, and for use as a motor fuel, may 
be withdrawn from distillery bonded 
warehouses free of internal-revenue 
tax, under such rules and regulations 
as the Commissioner of Internal Reve­ 
nue, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, shall prescribe. 
Sec. 2. 
That the distilled spirits or 
•thyl alcohol withdrawn free of tax 
under the provisions of this Act shall 
Ii ave an alcoholic strength of not less 
than eighty degrees above proof, as de­ 
fined by section 3249 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States. 
Sec. 3. 
That any person or persons 
who shall rectify or purify the distilled 
spirits or ethyl alcohol, which has been 
removed from distillery warehouses 
free of tax under the provisions of this 
Act, so as to remove or separate there­ 
from by any process whatever the ma­ 
terial or substance which has been ad­ 
ded thereto for the purpose of render­ 
ing such distilled spirits or ethyl alco­ 
hol unfit for use as a beverage, shall, on 
conviction, be subjected to a fine of 
not less than $500, nor more than $5,(HK) 
and be imprisoned not less than six 
months nor more than three years.

County Commissioner Busse. 


We clip the follow ing from the Milk 
News of Chicago, Feb. I. 
It is a pleasure to present the like­ 
ness of our friend and the milk pro­ 
ducers’ friend, Wm. Busse, w ho gradu­ 
ated from the farm, dairy, b u tterfac 
tory, and is now in the public’s service 
as Cook County commissioner, where 
he has served well and faithfully the 
people’s interests intrusted to his care. 
Nor has he forgotten either his friends 
or anything pertaining to his old voca­ 
tion. 
A brief history of Mr. Busse’s ac 
live career follow's: 
Born on a farm in Elk Grove Town­ 
ship, Jan. 27 1864: at the age of 19years 
was making cheese and butter for his 
father; at 21. went back to farming for 
himself and at 27, James ll. Gilbert, 
sheriff of Cook County, appointed him 
as one of his deputies, w'hich position 
he held continuously IO years, until he 
resigned to enter upon the duties of 
County Commissioner, to which office 
he was elected in the fall of 1900, by the 
people of the country district. 
He has 
from the start been an active and ag­ 
gressive member of this board and is 
now serving his third term. 
Has al­ 
ways taken a decided stand on the s:de 
of the people and tax payers; was a 
member of a special committee of three 
to draft and report to the board, a new 
set of specifications to govern the deliv­ 
ery of milk to the Cook County Hospi­ 
tal and the county institutions at Dun­ 
ning. 
There had up to that time al­ 
ways been a [ot of trouble and scandal 
about the milk delivered to these insti­ 
tutions to be fed to the poor, sick and 
unfortunate wards of the county. 
The result of this business way of 
buying and delivering milk to the coun­ 
ty has been very satisfactory and has 
resulted in honest prices being paid by 
the county and milk being delivered by 
the contractors as it comes from the 
cow w ith a test of butter fat not below' 
3.4. 
He was a member of the building 
committee, that built all the new build­ 
ings the last 3 years, which are the 
most modern and best adapted in this 
country, if not in the world; is also a 
member of the committee 
that has 
charge of building the new Cook County 
court house. 
We want now to suggest 
to M r. Busse that he sees that speeifi- 
c&tions for I utter guaranteeing the 
highest quality possible, be fixed by the 
board of commissioners; hospital pa­ 
tients, wards of the county, should have 
the best. 
Sick people require little 
food, but that food Should be nourishing 
instead of nauseating. 
It should be the 
best to be purchased in the market, and 
no member of the county board is so 
well qualified to take up this m atter. 
For the good he has done and will con 
tinue to do. we hope Mr. Busse may tx 
retained indefinitely in the county's 
service. At the annual meeting of the 
Milk Producers’ Institute he was elect­ 
ed a director.

who visited Shanghai, Canton and Pe­ 
king and made trips through various 
parts of the country, says that in his 
opinion there is only one thing which 
can prevent immediate trouble in the 
Flowery Kingdom.

An expert statistician who has dote 
work for the census bureau at Washing­ 
ton has figured out the 
population 
of 
American cities in 1910, basing his esti­ 
mates upon past growth, building statis­ 
tics, city directories and local censuses. 
The result with gain* in ten years for 
the seven cities at tht head of his list 
is here presented:

Of these seven cities New York, Chi­ 
cago and Cleveland were the only ones 
that showed an increase of more than 30

St. Louis had 27.3 per cent; Bos­ 
ton, 25.1 ; Philadelphia, 23.0, and Balti­ 
more, 17.2. 
Fnder the new dispensation 
St. Louis would go soaring. Her percent­ 
age of increase would leap far beyond 
that of Chicago in the last decade. 
It 
would be less than the Chicago rate be­ 
tween 1880 and 1890, but it would be on 
some accounts much more remarkable. 
For St. Louis has not been conspicuous 
as a racer. 
Precedents are rudely overturned also 
in the case of Philadelphia. 
Starting 
with a population some 400,000 less than 
that of Chicago, that city is given an 
absolute increase nearly equal to Chi­ 
cago’s and a considerably larger relative 
increase, also to the confusion of prece­ 
dents. These are the most notable of the 
predictions, and it is evident that they 
have little relation to past gains. 
Cleveland is given an increase of about 
OO per cent, as against 40 per cent in the 
last decade, but a very high rate wras to 
have been expected from her past growth. 
On the other hand, Chicago is dropped 
from 54 per cent to about 35 per cent.

lieve that it is necessary to overthrow’ 
the old regime, and, while asserting 
the dignity of the ancient race 
to 
which they belong, draw all its ele­ 
ments together by making common 
cause against the supercilious foreign­ 
er. 
Owing to prejudice, superstition 
and other dangerous offshoots of ig­ 
norance, the Chinese are capable of 
dreadful outrages when stirred up by 
designing persons. 
Fortunately 
the 
central government of 
China is in 
abler hands than it was at the time of 
the Boxer rebellion. 
There Is reason 
to hope that it now has the power as 
well as the desire to restrain the mass­ 
es from making any concerted attack 
upon foreigners. 
Military spirit in China has had a 
great growth since the beginning of 
the war between Russia and Japan. 
“Young China,” as represented by the 
student class, is mad with desire to 
prove its prowess in 
battle. 
Mean­ 
while, official China has gone to work 
methodically to overcome its historic 
impotence. 
Under the direction of its 
greatest administrator. Viceroy Yuan 
Shih-kai of Chili province, a power­ 
ful, well-equipped 
and 
well-drilled 
army has been brought into existence. 
If the “yellow peril” should make it 
necessary to send troops into China, 
the invading army from the United 
States w o u I d b e 
c o rn rn a n d od by 
G e n e ral Leonard 
W o o d , the com­ 
mander of the army 
in the Philippines.

The Senate Wednesday passed the ship 
subsidy bill by a vote of 38 to — • • 
All 
the votes for the bill were by Republi­ 
cans, and five members of this party join­ 
ed with the Democrats in opposition. The 
statehood bill was made unfinished busi­ 
ness. The House passed the fortifications 
appropriation bill, which carries $600,000 
to be divided between the Philippines and 
Hawaii out of a total of $4,383,993. 
No 
changes were made in the measure, all 
amendments being voted down. 
The dis­ 
cussion preceding the vote developed into 
a partisan debate on the policy to be pur­ 
sued with regard to the future of the 
islands. 


The Senate Thursday began the consid­ 
eration of the joint statehood bill and for 
an hour and a half listened to a speech 
by Mr. Dick in support of the measure 
as reported from the committee on terri­ 
tories. Mr. Dick did not conclude his re­ 
marks. 
A bill prohibiting the unlawful 
wearing of the insignia of the G. A. R. 
and other soldier organizations was pass­ 
ed. 
The House passed a bill to increase 
to $30,000 a year the annual federal ap­ 
propriation to each State and territory 
for the support of agricultural experiment 
stations and another measure repealing 
the present law granting American regis­ 
ter to foreign ships wrecked and repaired 
on the American coast, in the discretion 
of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
and requiring a special act of Congress to 
grant such register. 
Mr. Payne sought 
to get through his bill for the consolida­ 
tion of customs collecting districts, but a 
furious opposition developed and by a 
roll call a large majority voted against 
considering it. 
Both houses adjourned 
until Monday.

CLEAN PIG GROWING. 
My own experience of many years 
In which I have been very successful 
It growing 
hogs 
teaches 
me that 
cleanliness next to good blood is one 
©f the most important things. I have 
compared my own management with 
that of my neighbors Wirt) do not 
take pains with their pigs, but let 
their pens get filthy, the pigs full o 
lice, and just go on pouring corn in­ 
to their pens and doing nothing else. 
They have just as well bred hogs as 
I have, but my hogs at the same 
market age on an average weigh 25 
to 50 pounds more than theirs, though 
we both finish and feed about the 
same corn; that is about all they 
will eat up clean at a time. 
Why is 
this so. 
I can account for it in only 
one way. 
I keep my pens cleaned 
out, whitewashed and scatter lime in 
them, eery once in a while in the 
fall and winter I thoroughly disinfect 
the pens, and my barns, too. 
At the 
very first appearance of lice on any 
of my stock I kill them by using dis­ 
infectant mixed with water. 
In this 
wray my hogs are not hurt w’ith filth 
and they get the full benefit of the 
corn, 
and 
the lice 
don’t 
torment 
them. 
I do not think th at careless farm ers 
and stock growers have any idea how 
much of their stock feed is sacrificed 
to filth and verm ine, or they would 
practice differently in their m anage­ 
m ent of their live stock. 
W hat I ex­ 
pend in the way of disinfecting my 
pens and barns does not cost one per 
cent, of their losses in feedstuff. 
Mr. Editor, you are a t liberty to 
publish this if you think it will help 
any of your readers to think of these 
things and turn over a new’ leaf during 
the coming new year.—A. L. Stanley, 
in Indiana Farm er.

Canker In the mouth may extend 
to throat and become diphtheria. The 
diphtheria of fowls and man are diff­ 
erent according to the veterinarians, 
but attendants on sick birds have 
been known to take poultry diphtheria. 
An ordinary cold, if taken at once, 
can be arrested by a one-grain pill 
of quinine forced down each sick 
bird. Give some bread crumbs in con­ 
nection, to cause quick digestion.

FEEDING 
ENSILAGE 
TO 
DAIRY 
COWS. 
A practical and successful dairy­ 
man gives his plan of feeding his 
cows through the Jersey Bulletin, and 
among other things he says: 
W e make ensilage our main food. 
It is unnecessary to enlarge upon the 
value of ensilage, for every dairym an 
In the corn belt certainly knows the 
value of this great feed. We feed from 
30 to 50 pounds of ensilage per day 
in proportion to the cow. 
It is our 
intention for our cows to have all 
they w’ant, and in the best condition. 
In the winter the ensilage is not re­ 
moved from the silo until feeding time 
and is fed steam ing hot. 
The ensilage ration is 
balanced 
with bran and clover hay. 
The bran 
is fed in proportion to the period of 
Jactation of the cow, and as much 
as she will consume at a profit. 
We 
feed our ensilage and bran the first 
thing in the morning; then do our 
milking and separating; then feed as 
much clover hay as the cows will 
clean up before noon. The same m eth­ 
od is followed in the evening, feed­ 
ing hay the last thing at night. 
We do not depend on grass alone 
more than 60 to 75 days in the year, 
frond Tbout May 10th to July 20th. 
Then if we have any ensilage left ov­ 
er from winter we feed about 20 to 
25 lbs. per day. 
If we have no ensil­ 
age w'e plant a sm all plot of sweet 
corn early in the spring and begin 
feeding as soon as it will do, cutting 
from the field and hauling to the pas­ 
ture each day. This is a more expen­ 
sive way of feeding than the ensilage, 
but it is far better than to let the 
cows go hungry; for a hungry cow’ 
won't give milk. Our cows m ust have 
all they want to eat 365 days each 
year.—Indiana Farm er. 


OLD STOCK BEST FOR BREEDERS. 
The foundation of success in the 
poultry business is 
good 
breeding 
stock, th at from which the future lay­ 
ers are to come. 
In selecting and 
saving breeding stock for next year, 
keep the old geese, turkeys and ducks, 
also all hens that have done good 
service. 
It is quite probable that 
they may have fallen behind those 
th at are young as egg producers, but 
it is a rule th a t the strongest young 
stock are procured from the m atured 
birds. 
The hundreds of chicks that, 
as a rule, fall by the way side and per­ 
ish from no apparent cause are the 
offspring of pullets. 
Breeding from 
the younger stock every year de­ 
stroys the turkeys. 
This fault is not 
so frequent with geese, as the old 
ones are not salable in the m arket, 
the young ones only being sold and 
the result is th at geese give less 
trouble in raising than any other class 
of poultry. 
There is a tendency to 
place too much reliance upon young 
ducks for breedings purposes, result­ 
ing in an increased loss of ducklings 
every year. W hen the old ducks only 
are used, and breeders select the best 
and most virogous for breeding pur­ 
poses, the difficulty of weak offspring 
will 
be overcome. — F arm ers’ Ad­ 
vocate.

RICH MILK FOR CHEESE. 
Rich milk will give more cheese 
per hundred weight than poor milk, 
and the increased yields will be nearly 
proportional to the fat contents of 
the different kinds of milk. 
The quality of the cheese produced 
from rich milk is better than that of 
cheese from thin milk, and will com­ 
mand a higher price. 
Dr. S. M. Bab­ 
cock, in the lith report or the W is­ 
consin Experim ent Station, page 134, 
has shown that the price of cheese 
stands in a direct relation to its fat 
content. 
Professor Robertson, Dairy 
Commissioner of Canada, made the 
statem ent that the quality of cheese 
from milk containing from three or 
four percent of fat, was increased In 
value by one eighth of a cent for ev­ 
ery two-tenths of a per cent, of fat 
in the milk. 
Paym ent on the basis of 
the fat content of milk is, therefore, 
the m ost accurate method for valu­ 
ing milk for cheese making, and divi­ 
dends should alw ays be calulated from 
the results obtained by the testing of 
the milk delivered. Milk testing three 
per cent, with a correct lactom eter 
reading of 1.032 will yield 8.84 pounds 
of cheese per hundred pounds of milk. 
Milk testing three per cent, with a 
corrected lactom eter reading of 1,032 
will yield 10.30 pounds of cheese per 
one hundred pounds of milk. 
This object has been discussed fre­ 
quently and exhausted during the late 
years in the daily press of the coun­ 
try, and in experim ent station pub­ 
lications throughout the length and 
breadth of this land, aud it certain­ 
ly seem s th at every W isconsin but­ 
ter and cheese m aker, w’ho reads dairy 
literature ought long ago to have de­ 
termined answ ers to queries like the 
above for him self—U. S. B., in Dairy 
Journal. 


SEED FOR MEADOWS. 
As a rule farm ers are little inclined 
to ask for help in the way of advice 
in working out the troubles of the 
farm. A man will go to his tailor and 
rely on the latte r’s judgm ent as to 
m aterial and cut; he will be guided 
by the advice of his grocer to some 
extent, and so all through the list 
of those from whom he buys with tho 
one exception of the seedsman. 
This 
seem s to be particularly true in the 
m atter of the selection of grass seeds. 
Seedsmen who make a specialty of 
grass seeds have experim ented proper 
combinations for use to the best ‘ef­ 
fect on certain soils. 
It is safe to say that if a farm er 
will describe in detail the character 
of his soil, and the purpose for which 
the grass crop is to be used, the seeds­ 
man can m ake a selection of grasses 
which would give much more satis­ 
factory results than if the selection 
were made by the farm er himself. 
So to some extent with the State 
experim ent stations—many of them 
have experim ented extensively with 
grass seeds and are in a position to 
advise planters as to selection. Farm ­ 
ers ought to make more use of the 
inform ation th at may be had from 
num erous sources for the asking than 
they do.—Indianapolis News.

William Barton Allen. 
A gentleman well known to many of 
our readers, died suddenly of heart 
trouble, at his home in Tacoma, Wash., 
Feb. 7, 1906. He was taken ill Feb. 3, 
at the yards of the Tacoma Eastern de­ 
pot, where he was looking after a con­ 
signment of timber. 
He told his wife

In the 
spring of 1886 the death of a brother at 
Chehalis, W ash., called bim to that 
state and he took charge of a banking 
and real estate business th at his broth­ 
er had conducted. 
In 1888 he removed to Tacoma, being 
for a time in the management of the 
Trust & Savings bank and in the claims 
departm ent of the N orthern Pacific 
Railway company. For several years 
past, he had been engaged in the lum­ 
ber business, making a specialty of 
cedar poles, ties and timber. 
He is survived by a widow and six 
children, the oldest 15 years of age and 
the youngest 5 months. 
His parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Allen, reside at the 
St. Helens flats. 
W ith them there live 
two sisters, 
Veronica and Frances. 
There is also another sister, Mrs. A.

Arlington H eights Volunt* er Fire De 
partm ent, and paid over to the Secre­ 
tary Treasurer of said Fire Departm ent 
as the Board of Trustees may deem fit 
or advisable.

DEEP INJUSTICE TO BOSTON 


Beal Size of the City Is Misrepre­ 
sented by Figures of the 
Census. 


The census figures Just 
published 
show a population for Boston of 598,- 
598. But what Boston? Not the Bos- 
ton comprised in the metropolitan wa­ 
ter system, or the metropolitan sewer­ 
age system, or the metropolitan park 
system. 
It Is obviously only the Bos­ 
ton that sleeps here o’ nights, says 
the Globe. 
The city of London shows a popu­ 
lation of 27,000. 
But what London is 
that? It is a small, circumscribed area 
that nobody ever thinks of as the real 
London that spreads its great body out 
over so many districts. 
Speaking In 
these narrow terms, Boston Is much 
more than 20 times larger than Lon­ 
don. 
All other great American cities show 
figures of population which are real. 
Boston alone shows figures which do 
not represent by half her real popula­ 
tion. 
Practically no Chicagoans live 
outside of Chicago, no Philadelphians 
outside of Philadelphia, no 9t. Louisi­ 
ans outside of S t Louis, and New York 
bas gathered In substantially all her 
people save those that sleep in New 
Jersey. 
The cities and towns comprising the 
metropolitan district, or, as it is often 
called, Greater Boston, show very large 
gains In the census figures, and give a 
population of nearly a million and a 
quarter, which very properly may be 
accepted as the real population of the 
real Boston. 


Alcoholic Drink from Rice.

anaesthetic to the Royal D ental Hos­ 
pital of London, and by a well-known 
G eneva dentist. 
In an article in the Medical Tim es 
and 
H ospital 
G azette 
Dr. 
H illiard 
states th a t he found th a t the blue light 
had on him self “a m ost distinctly calm ­ 
ing influence; a desire to close tile eye 
and sleep is experienced, 
and 
a fte r 
some m inutes sensibility to 
pain 
is 
lessened. 
F or instance, tile difference 
between light pressure m ade w ith the 
tip of the little finger and a needle 
could not easily be detected and surgi­ 
cal needles could be pushed into the 
face, lips, gum s anil arm s and blood 
draw n thereby 
w ithout 
actual 
pain 
being felt unless a still deei>er pres­ 
sure w as exerted. 
“ I believe the presence of a 
blue 
lam p suitably placed m ight give satis­ 
factory results In tile 
treatm en t 
of 
insom nia ow ing to its calm ing influ­ 
ence. and I have tried it w ith some 
lienefit in one case. 
Sim ilarly in the 
restlessness of infants suffering from 
mild illness and in asylum s in cases 
of m ania It is conceivable th a t blue 
light rays m ight be of value. 
This 
view is supported by the fa ct th a t red 
light has been found to have a bene­ 
ficial effect upon sm allpox, as it is in­ 
imical to th e v itality of the germ s of 
th a t disease.” 
Dr. H illiard gives instances of the 
utility of the blue rays in the case of 
the extraction of teeth. 
One mail said 
th at under its influence he felt no pain 
when a m olar w as extracted and re­ 
turned to have tw o others removed 
by the sam e agency.

Bora Vader Sad Clrcamstancea, the 
Bride*# Girlhood Waa Happy. 
St. Valentine’s day, in 1884, was the 
saddest day in the life of Theodore Roose­ 
velt. 
That day the death angel descend­ 
ed upon the old-fashioned, roomy home at 
6 West Fifty-seventh street, New York, 
to which he had but a short while before 
brought his bride, Alice Hathaw»7 Lee of 
Boston, and where the young couple had 
dwelt in happiness with his mother, Mar­ 
tha Bullock Roosevelt. 
He was then a 
member of the Legislature, but had been 
required to spend much of his time at 
home, on account of his mother’s illness 
and because, Feb. l l , of the same year, 
a little girl had been born into the family 
whom he named Alice Lee. 
It was a 
pathetic entrance into life—that of this 
world-loved bride of to-day. 
When she 
was three days old the crepe on the door 
was the symbol that death had claimed 
both the lovely young mother from the 
North and the soft-voiced grandmother 
from the South. 
On the ICth of Febru­ 
ary the two bodies were carried from the 
same church to the same cemetery and 
laid side by side in the same lot. 
Fight­ 
ing against the despair which seined upon 
his soul, Assemblyman Roosevelt returned 
to his cheerless home. 
The motherless 
babe he confided to the care of a sister, 
now the wife of 
Commander 
W. S. 
Cowles of the United States navy, and 
he fled from the scene of his heart-break­ 
ing experiences to the ranch of the Mal­ 
tese Cross. In Dakota. 
Every American 
who can read knows the history of the 
Roosevelts from that time on. 
A fter three years, the widowed father 
married Miss Edith Carew, a friend of 
his childhood. 
H er attachm ent to the 
child instantly followed the first acquaint­ 
ance and as the years have ripened this, 
the relationship has become as close, the 
sympathy and affection as tender and sin­ 
cere as that between a natural mother 
and her child, and the pride of Hie mis­ 
tress of the W hite House in the fair, 
slender girl with whom tb» whole world 
is in love could not he greater had the 
love-light which first greeted the baby 
Alice shone in her own eyes. 
She helped 
the father to make the girl’s childhood 
an ideally happy one. 
The girlhood days of Miss Alice were 
divided between Oyster Bay, New York 
City, Washington aud Albany. 
She was 
14 when her father went to the Spanish 
war. She was not quite 15 when the fam­ 
ily took possession of the executive man­ 
sion at Albany and but a little past 17 
when her father became Vice President. 
She was preparing to make her debut in 
the Bellamy Storer mansion at W ashing­ 
ton, when Hie assassination of President 
McKinley changed all the family plans. 
It was several months after entering the 
White House that the eyes of the country 
began to catch glimpses of this charming 
young occupant of the presidential home. 
H itherto she had attracted no attention, 
but as the daughter of an exceptionally 
popular President she soon became an ob­ 
ject of more than ordinary interest.

Four years have transformed the slim, 
unconventional debutante into the self- 
possessed, 
self-reliant 
and 
well-poised 
bride at whose marriage altar the na­ 
tions of the earth have laid their gifts. 
The great series of events 
of 
Miss 
Roosevelt’s life came in the tour of the 
Orient last summer, with Secretary T aft 
aud his party and chaperoned by some of 
the foremost matrons of the country. The 
triumphal pageant began at San F ran ­ 
cisco, where Representative 
Longworth 
joined the party. 
At Manila she received 
a royal welcome and clad in a viceregal 
gown was hailed as Princess Alice. 
She 
had a private audience with the Dowager 
Empress of China and the people of 
Japan called her the American princess 
and printed postal cards in her honor. 
The Sultan of Sulu, lineal descendant of 
Mohammed, asked her to marry him., An­ 
other asked the same privilege—whether 
upon the moonlit deck of the M anchuria 
or upou the beautiful inlaud sea of Japan, 
or amid the palms of the Moro country, 
or as they sat among the cherry blossoms 
and lotus buds of the Mikado’s gardens, 
only they know. 
The answer to the pro­ 
posal of the young man from Cincinnati, 
who was the son of her father’s friend, 
was an aye. 
The formal announcement 
of the engagement was withheld until the 
President made it at the W hite House 
Besides the tours above outlined, Miss 
Roosevelt has visited Cuba and Porto 
Rico aud there, as elsewhere, the people 
thronged to meet her.

Nicholas Longworth, Representative in 
Congress of the F irst Ohio District, is 
fifteen years Miss Roosevelt’s senior. Ile 
is the great-grandson of that Nicholas 
Longworth who, landing in Cincinnati in 
1804, when it was a little river town, 
opened a law office and for defending a 
man accused of stealing a horse received 
two copper whisky stills which he ex­ 
changed for 33 acres of land which ac­ 
quired a value of $2,000,000. 
Later he 
paid $1,500 for a cow pasture which ac­ 
quired a value of $1,500,000 within his 
lifetime. 
When he died he paid more 
taxes than any man in the country except 
the senior Astor, his fortune being esti­ 
mated at $13,000,000. 
This is the sum 
which Longworth will 
inherit, making 
him, within a few years, one 
of 
the 
wealthy men of the nation. 
Ile is a grad­ 
uate of H arvard university, is fond of 
outdoor sports, is intensely interested in 
politics and ambitious to make a name for 
himself. Ile has no wish to be a financier 
aud undoubtedly will devore himself to 
public life. 
Unlike his father-in-law, Mr. 
Longworth is no hunter. 
It is said he 
never killed a living thing in the chase. 
Ile is a good horseman, plays an expert 
game of golf, boxes, fences and indulges 
in hand ball and tennis. 
He is one of 
the best swimmers in the country. 
Mr. 
Longwortb’s preliminary education was 
in the public schools of Cincinnati, where 
he was born. 
He received the degree of 
A. B. from H arvard in 1831, and later 
was admitted to the Cincinnati bar. 
He 
did not care to practice law, however, and 
found his time absorlied in looking after 
his estates and in meeting his business, 
social and political engagements. 
Mr. Longworth’s first essay in public 
life was a failure. 
Ile was defeated in 
his canvass for membership in the State 
legislature in 1^)7, but was not discour­ 
aged. 
lie ran again in I SIH) and gained 
a victory. 
Ile next was elected to the 
State Senate, and in 11)03 he was sent to 
Congress.

The ease involved the right of the 
city of Chicago to divert the sewage into 
the Mississippi river through the drain­ 
age canal and the Illinois river. 
Justice 
Holmes delivered the opinion 
of 
the 
court, which was that Missouri did not 
prove its case. 
There was no dissenting 
opinion. 
Thousands of pages of evidence 
were submitted during the litigation. Ex­ 
perts made tests all along the Mississippi 
and Illinois rivers. 
By a restraining or­ 
der it was sought to prevent the use of 
the canal for the purpose it was intend­ 
ed. 
The struggle in the courts dragged 
along, the mass of evidence growing day 
by day calling for additional lawyers. 
Bitter feeling was manifested at St. Louis 
and it was charged that the sewage car­ 
ried southward by the streams pollute! 
the water supply not only of that city 
but others along the rivers. 
Analyses 
and tests made at hundreds of points 
tended to show that while pollution exist­ 
ed in the northern waters, germs which 
travel under sunlight and over sand aud 
stones are destroyed.
